1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa School Education ( Amend . 
ment) Act , 2000 .

2. Amendment of section 2. In section 2 of the 
Goa, Daman and Diu School Education Act, 1984 
( Act 15 of 1985 ) (hereinafter referred to as the

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - sec 
tion ( 1) of section 179 of the Goa Panchayat RajAct, 
1994 (Goa Act No. 14 of 1994 ), the Government of 
Goa hereby makes the following order, namely : 


" Provided further that from the 1st day of June 
of the year two thousand and two, a child who 
has not attained the age of five years and six 
months, on or before the 1st day of June of the 
year two thousand and two, shall not be admit 
ted to class I, or an equivalent class or any class 
higher than class I, in a recognised school in the 
year two thousand and two:

Order may be called the Goa Panchayat and the 
Zilla Panchayat ( Procedure for purchase of stores 
and equipment , etc.) Order, 2000 . 


(2 ) It shall come into force at once... 


Provided also that from the 1st day of June of 
the year two thousand and three , a child who 
has not attained the age of six years on orbefore 
the 1st day of June of the year in which the 
admission of such child is sought, shall not be 
admitted to class I, or an equivalent class or any 
class higher than class I , in a recognised 
school. " . 


2. Authorities competent to purchase stores.- 
The Village Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat, as 
the case may be , shall be competent authority to 
purchase or acquire any stores described in the 
Schedule hereto . 


5. Insertion of new section 29 A .---- After section 
29 of the principal Act , the following new section 
shall be inserted , namely : 


Note.— The term Stores used in this Order 
applies generally to all articles and materials 
purchased or otherwise acquired for the use of Vil 
lage Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat, including 
not only expendable and issuable articles in use or 
accumulated for specific purposes but also articles 
of deadstock of the nature of plant, 
machinery , instruments , furniture , equipment , 
fixtures and livestock , etc., but excluding books, 
publications, etc., in a library . 


" 29A . Removal of doubts.-- For the removal 
of doubts , it is hereby declared that notwith 
standing anything contained in any law , rules , 
regulations, notifications, decree , order or judge 
ment of any Court, authority or Tribunal, a per 
mission granted prior to the coming into force of 
this Act in municipal areas for opening class I or 
class V in any school shall be construed as per 
mission to open classes upto IV or X respectively 
and the same shall be applicable to Village 
Panchayat areas after due assessment by com 
mittee appointed by the department of the need 
for the higher class is carried out. " 


3. Village Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat to 
assess their requirement.-- ( 1 ) Every Village 
Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat shall before the 
commencement of the financial year or immedi 
ately before the commencement of the second half 
ofthe financial year shall assess the stores required 
for purchase , after discussion with all the mem 
bers present in the meeting specially called for the 
purpose and after passing a resolution to that 
effect .

( 2 ) Once the resolution is passed by the Village 
Panchayat or the Zilla Panchayat, the Sarpanch or 
the Secretary in case of Village Panchayat and the 
Chief Executive Officer in case of the Zilla 
Panchayat, as the case may be, shall follow the 
procedure to acquire the same, as per the rules 
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specified in the General Financial Rules, 1963, 
which are presently followed by all the Government 
Departments.

(5 ) Whenever , it is not feasible to invite quota 
tions or tenders in cases of emergency the Village 
Panchayat or the Zilla Panchayat as the case may 
be, may purchase the stores not exceeding the 
value of Rs. 10,000 /- at a time, by recording the 
reasons in writing thereof. 


4. Applicability of the General Financial Rules , 
1963 for all purchases made by the Village 
Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat.- The rules 
namely 103, 106 , 107, 108 , 109, 110 , 111 , 112 , 113 , 
114 , 115 , 116 , 117 , 118 , 119 , 120 , 121 , 122 , 123 , and 
124 of the General Financial Rules, 1963, shall , 
mutatis mutandis , apply for the purchase of stores 
by the Village Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat 
and the words." Officer incharge of the stores" and 
" the Government" , wherever they appear under 
the Rules 103, 106 , 107 and 108 thereof shall be 
construed as the Village Panchayat Secretary or the 
Chief Executive Officer and the Village Panchayat 
or the Zilla Panchayat , as the case may be, 
respectively. 


6. The Limited Tender system may , however , 
be adopted instead of the Open Tender system 
even when the estimated value of the stores is not 
less than Rupees 50,000 / - in the following 
circumstances , 


( a ) When sufficient reasons existwhich indicate 
that it is not in the public interest to invite 
tenders by advertisement. In every such case 
the reasons must be recorded by the Village 
Panchayat and the Zilla Panchayat, as the case 


may be. 


5. Procedure for inviting tenders / quotations. 
( 1 ) Purchase of stores upto Rs. 1000 / - (Rupees one 
thousand only ), on each occasion , shall be made 
without calling quotations by the Village Panchayat 
or the Zilla Panchayat . Purchase of stores costing 
more than Rs. 1000 / - and upto Rs. 10,000 / - shall 
not be made by the Zilla Panchayat or the Village 
Panchayat , as the case may be, without calling ten 
ders or purchasing through preferential purchase 
scheme. In such cases , quotation shall be invited 
and such purchase shall not exceed Rs. 10,000 / 
(Rupees ten thousand only ) at a time, and Rs. 
1,00,000 /- (Rupees one lakh only ), in a year. 


(b ) When the sources of supply are definitely 
known and the possibility of fresh source , beyond 
those being tapped is remote . In all such cases 
the approval of the Director of Panchayats to 
dispense with open tender by way of 
advertisement shall be taken . 


( 2 ) If the purchase exceeds Rs 10,000 / - (Rupees 
ten thousand only ) at a time, the procedure for ob 
taining the stores by inviting open tenders shall be 
followed

7. Issue of tender forms should not be restricted .-- 
When the tenders are invited by advertisement, 
the issue of tender forms shall not be restricted 
only to those whose names are on the list ofapproved 
contractors . Contractors not on the list shall , on 
enquiry , be informed that they are at liberty on 
payment of certain fees , to quote against the 
advertised invitation . Where the offer from the 
contractor who is not on the approved list is 
considered , suitable steps shallbetaken to ascertain 
his / its capacity and financial standing. If , the 
enquiries and other matters prove satisfactory , the 
order or a portion of it , may be placed with the 
contractor subject to a Security Deposit being 
made by the contractor for due performance of the 
terms and conditions of the Agreement that may 
be executed with the contractor. If , the order or the 
portion thereof is satisfactorily executed , the 
contractor shall be advised to apply for registration 
on the list of approved contractors. 


( 3 ) Tenders shall be invited by, 


( i) Advertisement ( open tender ) ; 


(ii) Direct invitation to a limited number of 

contractors ( limited tender ); 


(iii) Invitation to one contractor only ( single 

tender ) ; 


( iv ) Negotiation with one ormore contractors 

(negotiation ). 


( 4 ) The open tender system i. e . by public adver 
tisement shall be used as a general rule in all 
cases in which the estimated value of stores is 
Rs. 50,000 / - (Rupees fifty thousand only ), and 
above . 


8. Late tender, delayed tender and post tender 
Late tenders ( i.e. tenders received after specified 
time of opening ), delayed tenders (i.e. tenders 
received before the time of opening but after the 
due date and time of receipt of tenders ) and post 
tender offers shall not be considered at all .

9. Procedure regarding important stores.- 
Important plant, machinery and Iron and Steel 
works as specified in the Schedule hereto shall be 
obtained only from firms registered as approved 
contractors by the Director General, Supplies and 
Disposals . The intention of this clause is to ensure 
that plant , machinery and other engineering 
equipments e.g.bridge, girders , roof trusses ,which 
form important components of a project, shall be 
obtained only from firmswhich possess workshops 
and appliances capable of turning out work of the 
desired standards.

10. Purchase of stores restricted to budgetary 
provision . Every Village Panchayat and the Zilla 
Panchayat shallmake sufficientbudgetary provision 
in the financial year for purchase of stores under . 
appropriate item . No purchase of stores shall be 
made unless there exists sufficient budgetary 
provision during the financial year or the amount 
required to meet the purchase of stores is obtained 
by re - appropriation during the same financial year 
under the appropriate item .

11. Approval of Panchayat on supply of stores. 
Every offer or quotation for supply of stores received 
in time shall be placed for approval before the 
Village Panchayat in themeeting. No order shallbe 
placed for supply of stores by the Sarpanch or the 
Secretary of the Village Panchayat, without the 
approval of Panchayat. Any stores purchased 
without such approval of Panchayat is void and 
amounts to violation of this order .

12. So far as purchase of stores by the Zilla 
Panchayatby calling quotation or offer is concerned , 
the Chief Executive Officer shall be the Head of 
Department , who shall be guided by the provision 
of the General Financial Rules , 1963 and other 
instructions issued by the Government from time 
to time.
